A Candidate for Congress. 

S. F. J. Trabue, K-rj„ made a speech at the 
court-house, in this place, on yesterday even- 
ing, to a large audience, and declared himself 
unconditionally a candidate for I 'Oirj.ress in 
this district We did not understand him as 
acknowledging allegiance to cither of the par- 
ty organizations in this Slate — .hough he un- 
questionably looks to the remains of Know- 
Xothingism for the only support he is likely 
to receive. He stands upon his old platform 
of native Americanism; but justice to him re- 
quires us to say that we did nut understand 
him to advocate nalivism as it was embodied 
in the secret ritual of the late Know-Noth- 
ing society. He advocates it, however, and 
makes it emphatically the chief plank in his 
platform. He appeals to the prejudice, end 
passions of a class of our citizens, and talks of 
the prison-houses and pQOr-houses of Germa- 
ny and Ireland being emptied upon our constat 
and of the consequent reduction of wages for 
laboring men in this country'. 

Such appeals have been made so often and 
so unsuccessfully for the accomplishment of 
any good result by Know-Nothing stumpers, 
and ar; so inseparably connected in the p-.>pu- 
lir mind with recollections of oaths, grips, 
passwords, bloody hearts, and worse still, j 
w th mo'js and murder, that it assumes a con- 
siderable amount of Quixotism in a candidate to , 
run for office upon principles proved to be so ! 
decidedly distasteful to the people. Mr. Trabue, 
however, is not a whit behind the famous 
Micawber in hopefulness. He believes that 
hi can bi elected upon tha native question; he 
hopes to have no opposition, but does not fear 
one or two competitors. He seaini to have a 
particular inclination to make the race against 
our present distinguished Representative, , 
which desire of his all opposed to his elevation 
will have no objection to see fully gratified. 

Except his nativism, there was nothing in 
Mr. Trabue's platform, as laid down on yester- 
day, to which we specially object. He was in 
favor of the acquisition of Cuba oil any honor- 
able terms. He was a warm admirer and 
supporter of the President's Licompton mes- 
sage and the Kansas policy of the Adminis- j 
tration.. He accepted the Dred Soott decisicn 
as the law of the Land, and believed that it 
was in accordance with the constitution. He 
was to the utmost extent a Southern man in 
feeling, and he might have said a 'Tire-cater"; 
but he gave as his prime reason for supporting . 
Lecomptonism anl other Southern measures, 
that the introduction and maintenance of t!.e 
institution of slavery would have the effect of 
keeping o!F all foreign emigration to the tcr- 1 
ritories. 

It will be recollected that Mr. Trabue has 
heretofore made two races for Congress in this 
district — in 1847 agaiu.-a Charles S. Morehea 1 
and A. K. Marshall, and in 1849 against | 
Morehead alone. In both he received a large 
vote, and in the last came very near beating 
Gov. Morehead. He is a man of indomitable 
energy in a canvass, and is a forcible and in- 
teresting debater. If he makes this race, ha 
will spare no elfort to win. We do not know 
his motives in thus announcing himself before j 
cither party have taken action in convention, 
but we do not hesitate to Ixdicve that the oppo- 
sition will readily avail themselves of Mr. Tra- 
bue's assistance on any terms they can get it, 
provided they entertain a doubt of their ability 
to elect a greater favorite. Of course, in the 
situation in which he finds himself, he must 
look to the failure of either party to make a 
regular nomination as his main chance for sup- 
port. 

The Democracy cannot, in any event, sup- 
port a Native American candidate, and will 
certainly make a nomination of their own; yet 
for many reasons we have no objection to Mr. 
Trabue's running, and bespeak for him an at- 
tentive bearing, and shall endeavor to treat 
him justly and courteously in any remarks 
we may have to make upon his positions, as a 
candidate.

Naval Contracts and Expenditures — A 
Triumphant Letter from Hem. Isaac 
Toucey to the Committee. 

Navy DetabTsUJST, Feb. 14, 1859, 
Sir: I liavc received your letters of the 8th 
and 9th instant, with coi>ie.s of certain testi- 
mony and an expression of the desire of the 
committee over which you preside to receive 
from me any statement or information in re- 
gard to it which I may wish to present. I 
isjjaequest, and first with 
taptts tor live-oak timber,

No live-oak timber had been purchased try 
advertised contract for the last sixteen years, 
excepting in these instances. 

1st A contract made September 12, 1818, 
for 11,000 cubic feet. 

2d. A contract made in September, 1855, I 
for the frames of sis large sloops-of-war, cut 
to moulds to rcplacs that which had liee-n 
taken for the six large steam frigates built in | 
1855, of which two have since been used for j 
the sloops-of-war "Lancaster" and "Pensaco- 
la," authorized in 1857, and the other four i 
can only be used lor ships of that class. 

3d. The want of additional quantities of 
live-oak having been repeatedly urged by the 
Dure .mi of Const ;ujtion, ih.' department, on the 
1st of duly, 1857, authorized a contract to be 
made fir such timber as would replace in part 
what had been token from the complete frames I 
of ships of the line and frigates, which the 
wants of the service had made it necessary j 
to bleak in u]>on, and also to provide crooked | 
timber suitable tor the repairs of vessels of the I 
larger classes, of which the supply was wholly 
insutliccnt. 

For several years past the repairs on the 
s'.oops-of-war and smaller vessels have i)ccu ! 
very great, and have gradually absorbed the 
best and the most of the small size timber, 1 
and* the want of that timber was every day 
becoming more apparent, Thus, this kind 
of timber bsing absolutely wanted, it became | 
advantageous and economical to purchase that 
which had been refused on the existing con- 
tracts for being below the contract size, rather 
than to cut the larger and more valuable 
pieces that remained of the old stock, or that 
was then coming in on the new contracts. So 
great was the want of this smaller timber that ■ 
it had been used to a considerable extent hn 
the Xorlblk and Kitten- yards; in the latter 
to the amount of 58,1)72 47, before authority 
was obtained in proper form to make the pur- | 
chase, the officers in those yards believing that 
the public interests warranted that course. 
And so great was the deficiency of live-oak 
timber in the navy-yard at I'ensacola, that 
there is not now a stick of that kind in the , 
yard which has not been purchased since. 

While this deficiency of timber in the navy- , 
yard was known to exist, relial 1; information 
was received in the month of May last that 
the British government had revived the pre- i 
tended right of search, and that the llritish 
cruisjrs were exercising it upon the merchant ' 
vessels of the United States in the neighbor- 
hood of Cuba. This information created great 
excitement throughout the country. It is 
only necessary to refer to the warlike debates 
in both Houses of Congress t ) appreciate its | 
extent. To resist the exercise of this right a 
fleet of twelve war vessels was titteil out and 
despatched to the neighborhood of Cuba, with 
instructions given them from time to line, 1 
between the 14th of May and the 18th of 
June, to protect all vessels of the United' 
States against the exercise of the right of I 
search, on the high seas in time of peace by the j 
armed vessels of any other power. These in- 
structions would probably have produced a 
collision had not the right been abandoned by ! 
the British (iovemm nt. While this was go- 
ing on, Congress, on the 12th of June, passed 
an act requiring the Secretary of the Navy to 
cause to be constructed, "«M vpeeiily as may\ 
be consistent until the p'tUie interests," eight war 
steamers of light draught, "combining the 
heaviest armament and greatest speed compat- 
ible with their character and tonnage." <>n 
the 3d of July orders were given to all the 
navy-yards that they should Ik> launched by 
the next meeting of Congress, and that noth- 
ing should be permitted to prevent it. 

By the same act Congress made an appro- 
priation to defray the expenses and compensa- 
tion of a special commissioner in execution of 
the joint resolution passed on the 3d of June 
authorizing the use of force, if necessary, "lor 
the a Ijiidmcnt of difficulties with the repub- 
lic of Paraguay." Independent of this rcso- | 
1 ition, the President determined to act prompt- 
ly, and measures were taken to increase the 
■qua Iron on the east coast of South America, i 
so that it should consist of twenty armed ves- : 
sels, including two store ships, most of them 
to be fitted for the purpose of the expedition. 

In this threatening posture of affairs, with 
the public mind excited by the revival of the i 
prctc.i'k'd right of search, with no certain- 
ty lh.it the attempt to suppress it would not ! 
bring us into collision with Great Britain, I 
with a squadron of twelve ships in the vicin- 
ity of Cuba to resist ii. with a larger squadron 
of twenty shi|>s to be prepared and concen- , 
trated in the direction of Paraguay, and with 
eight war steamers of the smaller classes to be 
cons trusted, according to the injunction of Con- 
gress, as speedily as might lie consistent with 
the public interests, Ideeme 1 it my dutv, U|x>n 
consultation with the chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, to meet the exigen- 
cies of the service by promptly directing, on 
th; day of th; adjournment of Congress, June 
14, that an advertisement be issued calling for 
a s ipply, in as short a time as practicable, of 
live oik timber, most of it of smaller dimen- 
sions than had been usually required, such as 
was adapted to the construction of the (mailer 
vessels just authorized by Congress, and to 
the extensive repairs liotli of large and small 
vessels which the exigencies of the service 
would be likely to require. I would have re- 
sign \1 my place before I would h ive failed to 
act with the promptitude which the occasion 
seemel to demand. The list was made out 
by the chief of the Bureau of Construction ac- 
cording to his own judgment of what the in- 
t.TCUs and necessities of the sendee required, I 
without interference by me in its details, and 
the advertisement was issued on the lHhof 
June, c tiling forone-half on the 1st of Septem- 
ber and the other half on the 1st of February 
following, giving to bidders two and a half 
months notice to make contingent arrange- 
ments for the other. The time allowed in the 
advertisement for this timber was sufficient for 
persons who were actual dealers in such tim- 
ber, and who in making oilers intended to 
comply with them, or were in any degree pre- 
pared, but was much too short for any Specu- 
lator who had it in view to dispose of his con- 
tract to other parties. These were the rea- 
sons which influenced the department in the 
exercise of its Jdiscretion in this particular 
case, and when the contracts were executed I 
was assured by the experienced officer in 
charge of the Bureau of Construction and Pe- 
piir that the measure had proved highly 
oconomical and beneficial to the government, I 
saving to it probably about twenty-live thou- 
sand dollars beyond what could have been ac- 
complished by an open purchase. 

Af.er the contracts had been awarded to the 
lowest bidders a question arose, to which I 



applied the principle of a decision I had pre- 
viously mad -, viz: that when the department 
adicrliscd for a contract upon certain terms, 
and one of the bidders applied toa subordinate 

officer and obtained assurance of more favor- 
able terms, at variance with those advertised, I 
and regulated his bid accordingly, the depart- 
ment would enforce the advertisement and not 
the assurances thus obtained would constitute 
no ground of relief, because unfair toother bid- 
ders. When, therefore, it appeared that those j 
to whom the contracts were awarded had 
neither performed them nor intended to per- 
form them when they bill, but had acted uj on 
information or assurances obtained at the navy 
yards from subordinate officers at variance 
with the terms of the advertisement, the de- 
partment set aside the forfeited contracts, and 
instead of purchasing or contracting in open 
marked or of the next highest bidder, and 
charging the difference to the defaulting parties, 
accepted a contract with Mr. Swift for the whole 
amount at the lowest bid, which was much 
lower than the bids which he had made, thereby 
saving the defaulting contractors from loss, se- 
curing the best terms for the government, and 
re ltti: e him to accept as low a price for the t im- , 
bcr to be delivered immediately as if time had 
been given to eo into the live oak forests of i 
Florida or Louisiana to cut it. '1 he depart) 
mentdid not advise any one of the contractors 
a; to the course he should pursue, but appris- 
ed them unequivocally, at all times, that the 
time of delivery, as advertised, would not be 
postponed, for the reasons I have stated. 

When 1 came into the department I found 
a system established, which commenced during 
the administration of Mr. Fillmore, of purchas- 
ing coal for the use of the navy by the instru- 
mentality of two coal agents — one for anthra- ' 
cite, the other lor bituminous coal — with a 
compensation of five per cent, commission on 
the cost of purchase and transportation con- 
tracted for by the agent. There was al.-o dur- 
ing Mr. Fillmore's administration a special 
agency lor supplying with coal the Fast India 
anil Pacific squadrons during the .Japan Fx- , 
p edition. Messrs. Howland ft Aspinwall. of 
New York, were the special agents employed 
by Mr. Graham, Secretary of the Navy, under ! 
nn agreement of the date of April 3, 1852, by j 
which they were allowed ten per cent, com- 
missions on the purchase money, cost of tn. im- 
portation, insurance, and other unavoidable 
expenses, deducting therefrom the commis- 
for supplying coal 
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to pay the cost of the coal, lighterage, cartage, j 
freight, primage, and demurrage, and a com- 1 
mission of six per cent, on the cost of the j 
coal, including freight or transportation. The , 
commissions under this agency m the years , 
1852, 1X53. and 1854, amounted to $50,975 
8C>, while the commissions of all other coal 
agents for supplying our steam vessels of war 
with coal during the w hole period from 1850 
to the present time, amounted only to the [ 
sum of $111,851 59, and for supplying flu- 
navy yards to the further sum of sl>.3.'.s it. 
This special agency a a abolished by Mr. Dob- 
bin in 1854 There has been no other change in '. 
the su tun except only that, in jursuance of; 
t ic policy expressed in the act of t ongress of 
September 28, 1850, of giving preference to 
American productions. 1 have caused anthra- 
cite coal to he sent from Pennsylvania mine-, 
by American vessels chartered by the depart- ! 
ment, and without any special agency, to the ,' 
Fast Indies, Pacific, and all other foreign sta- 
tions w here it could de delivered at no greater 
cost than that of foreign coal delivered at the I 
same place. This, has caused an increase of! 
purchase of coal in this country, but it has 
proved most decidedly an economical and 
beneficial improvement, as will appear by de- ! 
tailed returns which are now probably liefore 
the committee, securing, without any increase . 
of cost to the government, what is deemed 
the liest coal in the world for war steamers — ' 
the anthracite coal of Pennsylvania. Nit 
change has lieen made in the bituminous co;i] 
agency, nor in that !br anthracite, except that 
the former agent, Mr. Tyson, at the end ofj 
four years from his appointment, was succeed- ' 
ed by Mr. Hunter, the present agent, whom I 
appointed in May last iqion the most reliable 
recommendations, leaving him to the discharge 
of his duty upon his own responsibility. Ij 
was not aware until the present investigation 
that he had employed another person to aid 
him. allowing him to share in his commissions^ 
as his predecessor had done, nor of any want T 
of attention on his part. It was well known 
to the department that the navy was supplied 
with coal of the best kind and quality for 
n ival purposes at less cost than formerly, at 
what was deemed in the bureaus reason- 
able prices, and that the bills passed under the ' 
inspection and required the approval of the 
most faithful and vigilant officers of the gov- j 
eminent, who were in the constant practice 
of instituting inquiries into the reasonableness 
of prices, and of refusing payment when they . 
were excessive. It is not now the opinion of the 
bureaus, after full inquiry, that the price paid, 
S3 85 per ton of the liest anthracite coal for 
steam purposes, screened, selected, and deliv 
ered at the vessel in Philadelphia, has been 
excessive or unreasonable. 

The department has at all times lefr both 
these agents for the purchase \>f coal perfectly 
free in the discharge of their duty upon their 
own responsibility, with such assistance as 
they might choose to employ at their own ex- 
pense, subject only to the checks which exist 
on shipboard and at the naval stations, where 
it is the duty of the proper officer to report 
any deficiency in quantity or quality, and also 
to the constant supervisions of the chief of the i 
bureaus, under whose orders the purchases ' 
arc made, and by' whom the bills must be ex- j 
ainin d and approved before they can lie pass- | 
ed. Both these high officers enjoy my entire 
confidence — confidence not only in their capa- 
city, but in their vigilance and uprightness. 

1 should lie very willing to give full details 
of the action of the department in reference 
to the navy yards and to the contracts for steam 
machinery for vessels of war, but as no evi- 
dence has been transmitted to me on those 
subjects, I snail content myself with a brief 
g ineral statement. 

The system by which the navy yards arc 
managed is the same which I found established 
when I came into office, with some improve- 
ments. The commandant of the yard is 
responsible for its general condition. It is his 
duty to correct or report any abuse which may 
come to his knowledge. He receives all or- 
ders from the department, and is authorized 
to use the proper means to execute them. If 
an onler is given that a vessel lie built or re- 
paired, or other woik done, he directs the em- 
ployment of the men, and fixes the number 
to be employed, without interference by the 
dcpaitm.-nt. He is authorized and required to 
dismiss any workman, and to report any 
master for neglect or misconduct. When a 
master is thus reported to the department, an 
investigation is ordered, he is notified, witness- 
es arc examined, and the testimony returned 
to the department for its action. The master 
has the selection of the men, subject to the ar- 
proval of superior officers, and is held respon- 
sible for them and the work done by them 
under his charge, and has therefore authority 



to dismiss them. This system of responsibil- 
ity is found to work well in the navy yards 
generally, although there is greater difficulty 
and embarrassment in the Brooklyn yard from 
the superabundant population of the great ad- 
jacent cities pressing for employment, and re- 
sorting to all legitimate means to obtain it. 
This difficulty will not lie obviated by any 
system that can lie adopted. Men must be 
e.nployed; they must come from the neighboring 
Congressional Districts; they must lie select- 
ed by some one; they should be selected by 
the master workman, who is responsible for 
tl.em, subject, indeed, to proper restrictions 
and supervision; and this master workman 
must always feel and contend with the pres- 
ence ()& numbers seeking employment and es- 
pecially during periods of commercial distress. 
He is also exposed to the accusations of disj 
missed and disappointed workmen, and to the 
scrutiny of vigilant competitors seeking his 
place, and if there be any well founded charge 
against him. it it quite sure to be made known 
to the officer whose duty it is to inquire. 

There has been no report against any mas- 
ter workman of any of the Atlantic navy 
yards since I have been in the department, 
-except in five cases; one lor alleged miscon- 
Jduct several years ago, which was fully inves- 
tigated by my predecessor, one for intoxica- 
tion, which has been investigated and followed 
by a new appointment; one for temporary in- 
sanity, where the master was afterwards re- 
stored upon his recovery producing a certifi- 
cate from his physician that it would not lie 
likely to recur, and the other two cases recent- 
ly lor neglect of duty, which have been in- 
vestigated anil the returns having just come 
in will soon be d s,x sed of. These are the Only 
instances of charges presented to. the depart- 
ment. aAd if there be any presented to" the 
committee which have no! been referred to the 
commandant of the navy yard, and opportuni- 
ty given to the parties implicated to defend 
themselves, it is at least very doubtful whether 
such charges can be or ought to he sustained; 
at all events, neither the department r.or the 
officers of the yard have bad any knowledge 
of them. There has been an increase of the 
number of men employed, but it has taken 
place simultaneously in all the yards and for 
the reason already stated — the increased ac- 
tivity of the service, the expedition to the 
neighborhood of Culm, the expedition to Para- 
guay, the construction of eight new steamers 
"ns speedily as might be consistent with the 
public interests." in olicdiencc to the injune- 

wbere the bureau has lieen induced to depart 



ty, pressed by a gentleman of high and 
honorable character, incapable of falschoo 1. 

to contracts for steam machinery for vessels of 
war. has been to prescril/e certain conditions, 
and award the contracts according to the mer- 
its of such plans and proposals, having due 
regard to price. They cannot, from the na- 
ture of the case, lie awarded to the lowest bid- 
der, having reterence to the price only, be- 
cause no two persons bid (or the same thing, 
each plan being different from the others, and 
it being the object of the government to ob- 
tain the result of the highest skill. The bids 
are given under seal : are not opened until the 
time for receiving them has expired; and. of 
course, no one can know what they contain, 
except the party himself and those to whom 
he may communicate it. A board of engineers 
is appointed, and each is required to give his 
individual opinion and his reasons for it. Oflen 
they arc unanimous; sometimes there is a sin- 
gle dissenting opinion: and sometimes they 
are equally divided. I have in no case, that I 
inn aware of. awarded a contract in opposition 
to the opinion of a majority, although I should 
feel at liberty to do so. The contract given 
to Messrs. Merrick & Sons, of Philadelphia, in 
regard to which a letter from Colonel Patter- 
son 'i the President was by him in the usual 
course, without an fntimationof any wish on bis 
part, referred to this department, was awarded 
to them upon the merits of their plan and pro- 
posals — in accordance with the unanimous 
opinion of the board of engineers — their bid 
being lower than those of the other bidders 
w hose plans were approved. The President 
did not in any manner interfere in this case, 
nor has he in any other case of contract since 
I have been, in the department In all the 
contracts made under the act of the last ses- 
sion, the department obtn itetl an absolute 
guarantee of the number of revolutions of the 
propeller in a minute; instead of the usual 
number of about forty, the contractors guar- 
anty eighty, and in one instance a hundred. 
In one contract — that for lite vessel under 
construction at Norfolk — awarded to Messrs 
Murray & Hazlehurst, of Baltimore, there isa 
guarantee of tlie speed of fifteen statute miles 
an hour under a forfeiture of twelve thousand 
live hundred dollars, to be deducted from the 
price if the speed fall to fourteen miles per 
hour, and half tliat sum if it fill to fourteen 
and a half miles. 

In the contract for the vessel at Philadel- 
phia, awarded to Messrs. Reaney, Neafie «V 
Co., there is a guarantee, not only for one hun- 
dred revolutions of the propeller per minute, 
but also for the speed of sixteen statute miles 
per hour, tinder the forfeiture of fifteen thous- 
and dollars, to lie deducted from the price if 
the speed fall to fifteen miles per hour, antl 
half that sum if it fill to fifteen and a half 
miles. A more stringent and advantageous 
contract for the Government has not been 
made. * ' • 

The awarding of this contract having been 
the subject of comment, I take the occasion to 
say, that the charge made against a very com- 
petent and faithful officer, the engineer-in- 
chief, by an excited an interested party, was 
fully investigated by me and found to be with- 
out the slightest foundation, except in a misap- 
prehension of that party, fully explained, and 
that the contract was awarded to the lowest 
price, to the best guarantee, to the highest ex- 
perience in the construction of marine engines, 
against no experience at all. and in accordance 
with the opinion of a majority of the engineers 
vt horn I consulted on the subject

The Banks or the United States. — A 
report just made to the Secretary of the 
Treasury at Washington, gives statistics of 
banks, comprising pretty much all of those I 
institutions in the United States. The num- 
ber of banks in 1857 were 1,410; in 1858,: 
1,422; in 1859, 1,476. The whole capital is j 
£101 ,000,000 in 1859, against $370,000,000 | 
in 1857 The specie is $104,000,000 in 1859, | 
against $58,000,000 in 1857. The loans and ', 
discounts in 1859 were $G55,000,000, against .

The Sickles Key Affair. 

From a letter from Washington to the N. 
Y. Times res|iecting the Sickles- Keyjaflfair, we 
extract the following: 

Th guilty connection of Mr. Key with Mrs. 
Sickles will, 1 understand, be admitted, to 
avoid disclosures injurious to the memory of 
Mr. Key: and the argument of the prosecu- 
tion will be directed to examine whether the 
existence of such a criminal connection excuses 
the slaying of the seducer by the husband's 
hand, and whether Mr. Sickles committed the 
act under the extenuating influences of an ex- 
asperating conviction of this (act If prece- 
dents are of value, it will be difficult for the 
prosecution to sustain their side of the case. 
It is but a short time since that, in the neigh- 
boring State of Virginia, a certain Mr. Myers 
proceeded to the bcd-r< om of a man from 
whom he had sustained a similar injury, and 
shot him while in bed. Public opinion justi- 
fied, and a jury acquitted him without leaving 
the box. Again: in this very city, and but 
within the last two years, a young man from 
near the Navy Yard, called on the seducer of 
his sister and demanded the reparation of a 
marriage lor the injured girl, w hich, being re- 
fused, he shot the seducer. Public opinion 
justified, and a jury acquitted him without 
leaving the lox. Nor are such precedents 
confined to. this country. Ford Napier has 
slated it as his liclief that in Fngland, if the 
criminal connection lie of the character stated, 
no jury could l<e found to convict the husband. 

In France precedents of recent origin arc 
not wanting. In 1849, n M. Baraby received 
an anonymous communication informing him 
that a certain M. Cu ttlegon was in the habit 
of entering his wife's apartment from a bal- 
cony common to both houses. M. Baraby 
lay in wait, and surprising M. Cccttlegon in 
the attempt, an encounter took place, from 
which the seducer managed to escape. M. 
Baraby seizing a pistol followed him, and 
meeting on the stairs, not 31. Coettlegon, but 
a correspondent of the London News, who 
had been visiting a friend in the same house, 
fired at him in his extreme rage, and shot him

Mr. Sickles' case was stronger far than 
these. Not only was his home dishonored, 
but that dishonor was inflicted with a reckless 
disregard of decency, which had made the dis- 
grace the common talk of the city. Not in a 
moment of hot passion, when the rebellious 
blood might override the lietter feelings, was 
the deep wrong done, but a house wa.s coolly 
hired for the basest uses to which it could lie 
put, and 3lr. Sickles' wife dragged through the 
lowest haunts of infamy to gratify the vilest 
instincts of degraded passion. ■ And when 
this dishonor, this repeated, ' reiterated dis- 
honer w as made clear toliim : clear by the 
most unanswerable proof: clear by the con- 
fession of his wife; and amid the grief and 
agony which the horrid discovery brought 
tijxiti his borne, the husband saw opposite 
to his window the man w ho had deso- 
lated that home, ami who had slained the fu- 
ture of his child, flaunting, as it were, in his 
very face, the sigual that called his wife to in- 
famy — how many men, claiming no Pharisai- 
cal superiority over their fellows. will say, 
that at such a moment — as a cold-blooded cal- 
culator in some New York evening paper lays 
it down — Mr. Sickles .should have taken his 
seat tostudy the code of the duello, and ascer- 
tain how 31 r. Key was to be got rid of, accord- 
ing to the strict letter of its laws; or, as 
another punctilious gentleman opinionizes. 
write to 31r. Key, and politely inform him of 
his intention to shoot him, and then calmlc 
bring him down the first time they met? It 
seems to lie forgotten that w hen, in that mo- 
ment of fury. Mr. Sickles rushed out to kill 
Mr. Barton Key, he slaked his own life, too. 
It is true 31 r. Key was unarmed. But how 
was Mr. Sickles to know this? Few men in 
Washington do go so unarmed, and 3Ir. Key 
had received but the Thursday liefore a letter 
warning him of the danger of discovery, and 
of the risks involved in it. His first move, as 
Mr. Sickles approached him, was to put his 
hand to the pocket where arms arc usually 
carried. Any student of the human heart 
and its passions w ho looks on the story of that 
tragedy from the moment when Mr. Key 
waved his signal in front of Sickles' house, to 
that in which he fell on Lafayette square, must 
see that in that time Sickles thought and 
dreamed ncilher of consequences to himself 
nor of the Code of thetiuelb. 

When, last spring, the attentions of 31 r. Key j 
first became the subject of remark and scan- I 
dal, Mr. Sickles instantly, on the first whisper j 
reaching his ears, called upon that gentleman 
and received from him asseverations of the 
honorable character of his regard, so solemn 
and so strong, .hat, coupled with those of his 
wife, he could not, and did not for a moment 
after, cherish a suspicion. Mr. Key went so 
far as to seal his asseveration by bringing his 
own pure sister to call on Mrs. Sickles, which 
Mr. Sickles had a right to feel was a complete 
guarantee of the purity of his own relations 
with her. Still desiring his wife to lie not 
only safe from, but aliove suspicion, he forbade 
her to receive 31r. Key except w hen invited, 
and on her regain? reception day, in the pres- 
ence of company, a restraint which they 
hoth submitted to anil observed. It was prob- 
ably this which induced 31 r. Key to lease a 
house of assignation. Nor in any instance, 
save one, has Mrs. Sickles been allowed either 
to go to a dinner party or liall except in his 
own company. The one exception was the 
fancy ball of 3Irs. (iwin, when, on her mother's 
representation that her absence might give a 
color of reality to what then but wore the 
shape of fiction, he permitted her to attend 
that hill. Whatever interviews have taken 
place between Mr. Key and 31 rs. Sickles since 
then, have been in his absence at Congress or 
out of town, at the house which 31r. Key 
rented for the pttTpose. Had 3Ir. Sickles nu- 
ll ise-'l any severer restraint, those who are now 
ready to accuse him of laxity of vigilance, 
would be the first to brand him as a domestic 
tyrant, deserving and provoking by his harsh- 
ness the fate he met. 

The letter of wanting which 3Ir. Key re- 
ceived on Thursday, and which he showed to 
3Irs. Sickles at the ball at Willard's on that 
eight — ihe last of. their meeting — was written, 
it is thought, by a lady. It w as full of "Hear 
Barton," anil such other endearing expressions, 
whereas the letter which conveyed to 3Ir. 
Sickles the intimations and proof of his dis- 
honor, was either written, or feigned to be 
written, by some coarse, illiterate person. 
Strange, if two different parties should have 
selected the same night to send a missive of 
warning.
